The hairs — like insect parts 
and rodent filth—are in some 
of the packaged meat products 
y ou buy , with secret gov ern­ 
ment permission, in v iolation 
of federal laws. 
Both the Wholesome Meat 
Act and the Food and Drug 
Law 
forbid

of 
“ adulterated” meat products, 
defined as those containing 
* *any 
filthy , 
putrid, 
or 
decomposed substance.” 
The law sets zero tolerance 
- 
for such substances—but the 
Defea t o f Ya rb o ro ug h 
permits for filth in the spices 
that go into sausage or many 
other meat products.

When the object of this activity is to 
sell a product to consumers, to compete with 
private businesses offering a similar product, 
to manage a $12 million enterprise with as 
little ex pense as possible, it seems clear that 
it is business — big business — and not 
government.

It seems clear also that being a business, 
such an operation deserves a business-like 
structure of management that can run it in the 
most efficient manner possible. It should be run 
to make 
a profit, with 
that profit then being 
used to lower 
the rates paid by Lincolnites 
for 
electricity . 
It is to make such business-like management 
possible for Lincoln’s electricity supplier — the 
Lincoln Electric Sy stem (LES) — that voters 
of the city are being asked nex t Tuesday to 
ratify the creation of an administrative board, 
an active board of directors for the LES.

Approval of the issue will allow the creation 
of an 11-member board to make the broad policy 
decisions essential to running the Lincoln Electric 
Sy stem. The board would employ a professional 
manager to supervise the day -to-day operation 
of the sy stem. The City Council would retain 
final authority over 
the most far-reaching 
decisions: rate setting and budgeting. 
Thus the administrative board would act as 
an ex tension of the City Council, to handle all 
ex cept those most basic decisions. 
The board would be authorized to make 


decisions on power supply contracts, the purchase 
of eq uipment, the buy ing or leasing of land for 
poles or substations, personnel relations and other 
considerations determined by a board of directors 
of a business enterprise. 
As it is now, every time some policy matter 
of this nature is to be decided, it must be brought 
before the City Council. It just does not make 
for the best possible management to have such 
matters competing for Council attention along 
with 
the management of strictly governmental 
agencies, the granting of zoning changes, 
curb 
cuts, liq uor licenses and thet multitude of other 
issues that can only be settled by the Council.

By relieving the Council of th e immense

Governmental purists argue that all public 
affairs locally should be concentrated entirely 
under the may or and Council. However nice this 
might sound in theory , it is totally impractical 
in practice. We already have separate entities 
created for the management of such pursuits 
as public schools, hospital, flood control, airport 
and libraries. This division of responsibility ap­ 
pears to be serving the community very well. 
It is stated that adoption of the administrative 
board for LES would contribute to the breakdown 
of Lincoln’s present full-time may or form of 
government.

Co a litio n Bill 
Aurora — I take issue with 
y our editorial “Coalition Boost 
for Farmers” (April ?5). 
First, the administration has 
not been pushing 50% of parity 
as total support for corn. The 
secretary of agriculture and the 
House Agriculture Committee 
came 
to 
an agreement on 
supports of $1.35 per bu. for 
corn some time ago. This is 
about 75% of parity and about 
what corn is being supported 
now. 
If the coalition groups had 
been realistic during the past 
y ear and willing to settle for 
75% 
of 
parity 
when 
the 
agriculture committees of the 
House and Senate were holding 
hearings, they might have had 
some influence where it was 
needed. 
There are some undesirable 
features of the new farm bill 
as it appears now that it will 
come out of committee. One of 
these is ty ing supports to a 
fix ed market price for three 
y ears and abandoning parity as 
a standard. This could mean 
trouble for farmers if costs 
continue to rise. 
However the “set aside” is 
one of the better features of the 
bill. If farmers are ever going 
to gain any measure of control 
over their operations this is a 
good beginning. It will allow 
feed grain growers to grow 
more feed grains and wheat 
growers to grow more wheat. 
In this day of high operating 
costs, it is not practical to grow 
several different crops that 
req uire high priced machinery . 
Many 
farmers 
in 
central 
Nebraska are growing a few 
acres of wheat merely to hold 
on to their allotments and not 
because it is a profitable crop. 
If people could only 
un­ 
derstand that we have a surplus 
of land being farmed and that 
when enough of this land is 
taken out of production, the 
individual crops will respond to 
the law of supply and demand, 
it would be much easier to solve 
our surplus problems. 
Whatever farm bill is passed 


will have to be a compromise 
and no one group or 32 farm 
organizations are going to get 
ex actly what they think they 
should have.

It looks 
like they are leaning towards the former as 
pointed out in the Czechoslovakia invasion and 
in statements by party leaders. 
—There is rising discontent among the in- 
tellectuals, especially among the y oung. This 
gap will continue to widen. 
—The Soviet leadership must find a solution 
to the problem of the new-left student movements 
in western Europe. The students tend toward 
Maoist or Che Guevara philosophies rather than 
the Soviet philosophy . 
—The wide stratification of the social classes 
must be lessened or discontent will continue 
to rise. 
—Reform is needed within the ex isting Com­ 
munist sy stem or it won’t last. There is too 
much differentiating going on within the move­ 
ment 
despite 
the 
increasing 
emphasis 
on 
discipline.

Lamser offered advice on solving the problem 
of the Communist threat in western Europe.

Birmingham, Ala. — Deprived of virtually 
the entire high command of advisers that 
shrewdly guided his previous campaigns, George 
Wallace is display ing erratic signs of nervousness 
in his underdog cam­ 
paign for Tuesday ’s gu­ 
bernatorial p r i m a r y 
election. 
“If I’m out of the 
way ,” he half-scolded, 
half-p l e a de d with a 
stringy crowd in sun­ 
baked Ensley last Thurs­ 
day , “who is going to be 
left to speak for y ou?” 
Any where but here, 
and with any candidate 
Evans & Novak 
but Wallace himself, Wallace’s theme of em­ 
battled Alabama leading the struggle against 
federal power would be ludicrous indeed. 
Embroidering this apocaly ptic theme is a 
steady tirade of paid radio ads warning against 
the vast array of political power working against 
Wallace: “out of state forces,” including the 
e nt i r e 
Nix on 
administration 
and 
such 
“Washington bigshots” as the AFL-CIO’s James 
Cuff O’Brien, and “in-state bloc forces,” meaning 
the Negro vote. 
But this dire warning may be falling on 
half-deaf ears. Even in black-majority counties, 
where school desegregation is a life-and-death 
issue, the credibility of Wallace’s pledge to “turn 
back the schools” is somewhat tarnished. 
Moreover, in county after county , Wallace 
devotees in 1962 (his first election as governori 
and 1966 (his second through his wife Lurleen) 
are either backing Gov. Albert Brewer or sitting 
on their hands. 
But the strong campaign of the self-made 
millionaire and wounded war veteran, Charles 
W (^s, will probably prevent Brewer from 
gaining 50% of the total vote cast, which means 
there will have to be a run-off between the two 
top candidates — Brewer and Wallace. Wallac 
then will be able to publicly identify Brewer’, 
main sources of support in the first primary 
one of which will unq uestionably be the black 
vote. In the June 2 run-off, then, Wallace wil 
try to kiU off Brewer as the Negro-backed can 
didate.

Hidlgren: But Maybe Not in Fields They Want 
Most NU Graduates Will Get Jobs 
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Most of the University of 
N ebraska graduates who want 
jobs this year will get them 
but maybe not in the exact 
fields they want, Director of 
Placement Frank M. Hallgren 
has predicted. 


With the employe recruiting 


season essentially over, Hall< 
gren estimated t h a t there 
has been about a 10% drop 
this year in the number of 
recruiters visiting the campus 
and perhaps a 25% drop in 
job offers. 


But that doesn’t mean fewer 
people hired, he explained. One 
recruiter for a large industrial 
firm reported that whereas he 
normally receives acceptances 
f r o m 
a b o u t 25% of the 
gra'^ uates to whom jobs are 
offered, this year he is actually 
hiring more than 50% of the 
people to whom he m akes an 
offer. 
Thus, instead of the usual 
pattern of a graduate’s having 
six or seven or eight job offers 
from which to choose, he now 
must choose from fewer of­ 
fers.

Derby Bothered 
By Spotty Track 


Chicago Daily News Special 
Louisville, Ky. — Let’s not take too much away from the 
winner. Dust Commander, but the 1970 Kentucky Derby vintage 
field, running over a bubbly strip, left a poor taste among the 
smarter horse players. 
What other $125,000-added event ever had ex-claimers as 
the winner and second horse (My Dad George). 
Dust Commander ran in a $7,500 claimer in April, 1968, 
at Keeneland and My Dad George ran in a $10,000 claiming 
race in the same month at Gnlfstream Park. Thus somebody 
with foresight could have had both for a total of $17,500. 
And the oddity was that only these two horses among the 
17-horse field ever ran in races where they could have been 
“ bought” out by another owner. 
This proves the field was anything but rich and when they 
go for the Preakness, Belmont or any other big money race 
this year the flavor is unlikely to change. 
By and large most jockeys other than Mike Manganello, 
who had practically all of his success in the bushes, complained 
about the spotty track left that way after an all night rain. 
This year’s Derby was anything but a truly run race. Horses 
cannot navigate properly on a drying-out strip, one that is firm 
in one area, a bit sloppy in another, muddy in some spots and 
slow in others. 
Race Not Trae To Form 


That’s what prevailed at Churchill Downs because the sloppy 
strip was worked on and had started to dry. 
A race run under one condition for the entire track, even 
if very sloppy, could be a much trner race than if half the track 
is dried to almost fast and the other half wet. 
Add that onto a 17-horse field and it spells havoc. 
“ My horse ran all over the place,” said Rudy Campas who 
guided Rancho Lejos, who bumped Silent Screen and a few 
others. 
“Let me explain in one sentence what happened,” said 
the great Willie Shoemaker, who rode Terlago, the 2-1 winter 
book favorite. “ The track was slippery in spots and my horse 
left the gate stumbling and just kept it up most of the way 
and tried to bear out all the way.” 
Eddie Belmonte, New York’s leading jockey, who was 
aboard Personality: “ My horse just could’t get o ld of the 
track. I know he’s better than an eighth-place horse. He could 
see the blotches (soft spots) and wanted to ease himself.” 
And that’s the way it was with the 96th running. Horses 
who have been beating one another all winter kept it up again. 
Only it was more than just mediocrity. A lot of traffic on a 
bumpy road will cause many a mishap.
